The Correct Vie*. 



With considerable interest wo have 
waited to seo what position the English 
press would take in reference to our 
railway cnibroglio with Cauada. Tho 
first article that has come to us is one 
in the Canadian Nkws (a journal pub- 
lished in London,) a lengthy extract 
from which wo give below, and parti- 
cular attention is invited to the pas- 
sagos we have put in italics. It will 
be observed that tho article takes the 
layer national viow of the important 
question upon which it treats and 
fully recognizes tho duty and respon- 
sibility of the parontal Government. 
But it goes still further, and boldly 
questions tho constitutional and legal 
right of our Legislature to alter the 
Terms of Union which are in tho na- 
ture of an Imperial statute. It also 
Buggests that so vital a departure from 
the original scheme as is proposed by 
Mr. Mackenzie would act as a forfei- 
ture on the part of Canada of tho Im- 
perial guarantee for £3,000,000. The 
reador will doubtless recollect thut.on nil 
of these pointed tho views of our EnRlish 
contemporary are in full and exact ac- 
cord with those hold by ourselves and 
■with tho position taken by the Opposition 
in tho Provincial Legislaturo. Should 
these views prevail in England, it will bo 
seen what an excellent position British 
Columbia occupies and what criminal 
folly it would hiwo been on her part to 
surrender, even if sdio did possess tho 
power to do so, such important vantage- 
ground, moro especially for such an utter- 
ly paltry and inadequate aclvnutago as tho 
craving dock guarantee. As we have said 
so often, only let British Columbia bo 
trim to herself, while loyal to tho Domin- 
ion and to the'nation at krgo. and all 
T\-ill be well. Her immediate duty is to 
keep a strict watch upon her own Minis- 
ters who have proved their willingness to 
barter away her dearest rights for the 
purpose of retaining oflico a little longer. 
These are tho enemy from whom most 
danger is to bo apprehonded. Here is tho 
extract: — . 

"It will be a great misfortune if tno 
Pacific Railway 'scandal,' which has serv- 
ed so well as an electioneering cry in On- 
tario and Quebec, should result not only 
iu breaking up tho political party that 
carried confederation, but confederation 
itself. A referenco to the terms and con 
ditions on which British Columbia enter- 
ed iu to a federal union with Canada 
will show that tho difficulty and danger 
aro by no moans insignificant, or to be 
averted without tho exercise of statesman- 
ship and patriotism on both sides of tho 
continent, and, we may add, on both sides 
of the Atlantic. The question is not whol- 
ly Transatlantic. The British Government 
is a parti/ to the terms of union beticetn Bri 
tish Cohimbia and the then con federated pro- 
vinces of Canada, and Is bound, in honour 
as well as in law, to see that no injustice is 
done to the people of the Pacific province In/ 
any substantial alteration of those terms on 
the part of the Federal Parliament. It may 
be even doubted if the assent of the local 
Government of British Columbia, to the pro- 
posed alterations would make them 
legally binding on tht people of the new Pa- 
cific province.' It will bo remembered 
that tho "British North American Act, 
18G7,' which united the threo provinces 
of Cauada, Now Brunswick, and Nova 
Scotia, is an Imperial Act, and cannot 
be repealed or varied, oxcept as thorein 
provided, bv nny subordinate Logislaturo 
in British America. Provision was mado 
in the Act for tho admission of British 
Columbia into the Federation upontorms 
to bo agreed upon by the Legislaturo of 
British Columbia and tho Parliament of 
Canada, and approved of by the Queen. 
This approval was required to bo given 
by Order in Council, and the 'provisions' 
of thisordor were to have tho same effect, 
■when passed, as if they had been enacted 
by tho Imperial Government. Now, among 
tho provisions of tho Order in Council 
transferring British Columbia to Canada 
is the following:— 

"Tho Government of tho Dominion un- 
dertake to socuro tho commencement 
simultaneously, within two years from 
the dato of union, of tho construction of 
a railway from the Pacific towards tho 
Rocky Mountains, and from such a point 
as may bo selected east of tho Rocky 
Mountains towards tho Pacific, to con- 
nect the seaboard of British Columbia 
with tho railway system of Canada; and, 
further, to tho completion of such railway 
-within ten years from the date of union." 

"This condition has the same'ejfect' as if it 
had been enacted by Imperial statute. It 
might ho contended that unexpected dif- 
ficulties in tho way of tho construction of 
tho railway would justify the Federal 
Government in treating time as not being 
of tho essence of the contract, but it would 
hardly justify tho abandoneinent of tho 
railway indefinitely aa a moans of contin- 
ous communication between tho Pacific 
and the Atlantic. The substitution of an 
entirely new scheme by one of the parties to 
the contract without the assent of the other 
two would, undoubtedly, in any ordinary 
case, amount to a breach of terms which 
■would justify abrogation . 

"It will no doubt be contended that the Ini- 
perxal gauran/ce of .ili, 600,000 towards the 
construction of the Pacific Railway cannot 
he held to apply to the scheme proposed by 
Mr. Mackenzie. A modification of the 
Act authorising tho guarantee will doubt- 
loss bo required, and ns this will raise 
the wholo question in tho Imperial Par- 
liament, wo shall probably find that the 
Pacific 'scandal,' which at first soemod to 
involve only the personal and political 
roputation of two or threo leading politi- 
cians in Canada, has plunged us in ques- 
tions of Imperial concorn, which threat- 
en tho harmony, if not tho 
integrity, of the Confederation. 
Wo havo already oxprossod, in general 
terms, our approval of tho tentative and 
cautious policy of tho now Government 
in dealing with tho Pacific Railway quos- 
tion, but wo assumod that tho assent of 
all the high contracting parties had been 
scoured before tho new echomo was 
launched as a Ministerial measure, If bo 
nravo a mistake has been made in limino 
tho largo mnjority elcoted to support the 
iibetul Ad'AuutratioR way, like nnothar 



largo majority which supported a Liberal 
Administration in this country, speedily 
disappear. In Canada thero are no "blaz- 
ing questions;" no great political mea- 
sures; no revolutionary or fundamental 
roforms to keep a so-called Reform party 
together. An election cry of corruption 
against a defeated party will soon bo for- 
gotten in new accusations, to be levelled, 
with Jnioro or less plausibility, against 
the victors in tho fight. Administrative 
incapacity, if it exists, and diplomatic 
blunders, if they aro committod, will 
soon bo dotected, 'and a Cabinet that be- 
gan its career in a halo of popular glory 
may disappear amid tho frowns and ro- 
proaches of a disappointed people. We 
trust that our fears are groundless, and 
that Mr. MoKenzio and his colloaguos 
will be found to kayo dealt with this 
question in a broad and comprehensive) 
spirit, showing a;due regard to the inter- 
ests of tha province and of tho country 
generally."

Cariboo Mail Service 

Bawcerville, March 2nd, 187-A. 
Editor Colonist:— A communication 
appeared in your weekly issue of Feb. 
18th, signed, W. Bonnie, that but for the 
writer having sought to lead those to 
whom ho is unknown to believo that he 
is tho wliolo depository of honor and 
truthfulnoss in Cariboo, would have re- 
mained unanswered. It appears to mo to 
bo but right that as Mr. R. 1ms nppealed 
to tho public, tho public should be put in 
possession of the facts with tho conclu- 
sions that may reasonably bo drawn 
therefrom. That I shall try to do as 
shortly as possible. 

When the petition having for its object 
not tho arraignment of tho contractor, but 
tho enforcement of tho terras of tho con- 
tract, was being circulated, Mr. Bennie 
was one of tho first who signed it, so that 
ho stands convicted either of gross incon- 
siatoncy or gross folly. Tho Hon. Attor- 
ney-Geuoral must surely uatobeen think- 
ing of Mr. K. v/hon ho said ho could get a 
petition signed in Cariboo to hang a 
man. With reference to tho truthfulness 
of tho petition "that tho contractor had 
mado no effort to carry out the terms of 
tho contract," tho facts speak for them- 
selves. Wo received a mail on January 
tho 17th, and did not receive anothor un- 
til Fob. 11th, twenty-six days between the 
two, at a timo when the roads above Lyt- 
ton were in splendid order. Does it take 
twenty-days even by tho slow process of 
packing on men's backs, to travel from 
Yale to Lytton ? I think this is distinct 
evidence of lack of effort. Again, a down 
mail should have havo left hero on Mon- 
day morning, Jan. 28th; when it was 
found that the people hero wore taking 
active steps to have tho contract fulfillod 
this end of tho rond was in first-rate order 
at the timo. Thero were no snow encum- 
bered canons to delay its doparturo, nor 
any up-mail to wait for unless thoy wait- 
ed twenty-six days, which was doubtless 
tho original intention. Mr. Rennio says 
tho worst time ever made upon tho road 
tho mail was twenty days behind time. I 
don't think ho is correoteven in that state- 
ment, because the contract then was for 
two mails per month and no time specifi- 
ed either foi arrival or departure, so that 
it was really according to bis own show- 
ing only four days behind timo. Now 
hero wo" havo a weekly service paid for at 
an enormous price by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment and the mail ninotoon days bo- 
hind timo, a thing (,1 take the words of 
thepetition) unparolled in the history of 
the country. 

It is a completo mystery to mo what 
men of business Mr. B.can have convers- 
ed with to lead him to the conclusion that 
a regular mail service is not an absolute 
necessity in mercantile affairs. With re- 
ference to the erasures a statement found 
to bo incorrect was expunged and some 
articles, conjunctions and prepositions 
loft out, a common course as you arewell 
awaro in sending telegraphic messages, 
and no ono who lias signed tho petition 
that has since soon it but was perfectly 
satistiod that tho omissions woro correct 
and proper. Such being tho ruling prin- 
ciple in Mr. R's. remarks in the matter of 
the parcel post I shall leavo them unan- 
swered. 

I may add that a public meeting has 
sinco thoroughly endorsed the spirit of 
tho petition. 

As Webster's dictionary must have been 
at Mr. Ronnie's elbow when bo wrote his 
letter, I would suggest to him that ho 
turn to tho appendix thereof wherein ho 
will find the following Latin quotation, 
which in his caso will boar a liberal in- 
terpretation, "Ne sutor ultra orepidam."

During tho holding of an election 
meeting in tho upper room of a factory 
at Bury, Lancashire, the flooring gavo 
way, and about 100 persons fell through.

A letter from the 
Queen, announcing her contribution of 
X' 1,000 to tho C ileulta Fund and hor pa- 
tronage of tho London sr Inscription, was 
read. Lord Lawrence, Mr. Bourke, M. 
P., and others took part in the proceed- 
ings. It was resolved yosterday to for- 
ward immediately X10,000 to tho Calcut- 
ta Committee, 

Tho adoption of the Ballot system has 
not put an end to election riots. At Han- 
ley it became necessary to send for mili- 
tary aid. At Wolverhampton and Wil- 
linhall there was much fighting, and at 
Nottingham and Windsor there was loss 
serious disturbances. At Aakhoaton, 
County Limerick, a man was shot dead 
in consequence of au election dispute. 

Prizes were presented to tho gentlemen 
cadots of the AYoolwich Academy, by tho 
Commander-in-Chief, by a largo gather- 
ing of officers and ladies, in tho School 
of Arms, His Royal Highness took oc- 
casion to acknowledge tho distinguished 
services rendered by the Royal Engi- 
neers — and in a less dogree.by the Royal 
Artillery — in the Ashanteo war. 

air. Gathorno Hardy was piesont at 
Maidstone at a dinner given to celebrate 
tho return of Lord Holmesdalo and Mr. 
Hart Dyke for Mid Kent. He stated 
tkat tho Conservative Party desired 
peace, but not "peace ut any price;" they 
were iu favor of economy, but did not do- 
sire that subordinates in tho Govornment 
service should be badly paid; and thoy 
were iu favor of reform, but thoy had 
no sort of sympathy with reforms that 
wcro calculated to subvert British insti- 
tutions. 

Another of tho very few personal links 
between our timo and that of Nelson had 
dropped away, in the death of Sir Win. 
Holburne, Baronet, at tho ago of 81. Sir 
William, who entered tho navy in 1805, 
fought at Toulon and at Trafalgar. In 
his retirement at Bath he has long been 
known as a keen sportsman, as a judici- 
ous collector of antiques and objects of 
rare historical interest. 

Actions for libol wore being brought 
against a well-known Irish a-tist,whohad 
recently taken to caricatnring. One of 
the plaintiffs had been moved to take 
legal proceedings by the fact of his being 
represented in tho costume of clown. 
Most peoplo will consider him a donkey 
for his pains. 

In an address from the chair at the 
annual meeting of tho Leicester Archi- 
diaconal of Board of Education, the 
Bishop of Petersborough observed that 
the quostion to be decidod by tho people 
of England, in tho next few years, is 
whether tho education of tho country 
shall be|religious or irreligious. |Ho point- 
ed out that the Secularists had not boon 
sparing of the power given them to ex- 
clude tho Bible from school-rooms, and 
he urged upon Church men and Nonoom- 
forniists tho duty of uniting for the spirit- 
ual good of tlioir pnpils. 

Lent, Archbishop Manning reminded 
his faithful children, is a time of rebuke, 
humiliation, and sorrow ; and tho season 
should be more than over used well— in 
self -denial, penitence, and decipline of 
mortification— because tho days were 
ovil, the strong and the unjust wore in 
power and prosperity, aud Christian 
Europe was Bick unto death. 

Canterbury enthusiasm, touching tho 
marriage of the Duke of Edinburgh and 
tho Grand Duchess Marie, had proceeded 
to tho somewhat ridiculous lesgth of de- 
manding that a Russian gun, captured 
during the Crimean war,and presented to 
tho city should bo removed from its posi- 
tion in the Dana John grounds. 

During tho week ending Feb. 14, 5,42-1 
births and 3, Oil deaths woro registered in 
London and twenty othor large cities and 
towns of tho United Kingdom. Tho na- 
tural increase of population was 1,513. 
Tho mortality from nil causes in these 
towns was nt tho rate of Tl deaths an- 
nually to every 1,000 persons livicg. In 
the metropolis 2,363 births and 1,597 
death* wcro registered, tho former having 
been 187, and the latter 00, below tho 
average numbers in tho corresponding 
week of the last ton years. 

At Manchester a man who had been 
bitten by a dog becamo much depressed, 
and went into th« infirmary, where it was 
ascertained that, though entirely froo 
from any symptoms of hydrophobia, he 
was suffering from acuta mania, the 
mere result of delusion aud fear, He 
died on Sunday, tho 15th nit; and, in 
accordance with the medical testimony, a 
verdiot was returned by the coroner'* 
jury, that death was caused by exhaus- 
tion consequent or delirium, and that the 
deceased had not suffered from hydro- 
phobia. * 

Madam o MacMahon had presided over 
a meeting of Parisian journalists, among 
whom woro thu chief editors of all the 
principal newspapers. Tho object of the 
assembly was to consider tho host mea- 
sures of relief for tho misery now preva- 
lent iu the populous districts of Paris. 
An appeal is to bo made to tho publio 
through tho press. 

A special telegram from Kartoona, a 
lamo Association Press version of which 
reaohed this city a few days sinco, pos- 
sessed considerable interest in commo- 
tion with tho recent mission of Sir Sam- 
uol Baker in tho Upper Nile country. A 
slavo-hunting incursion of tho Darfoor- 
ians into the newly-acquired Egyptian 
territory, brought about a pitched battle 
on tho 28th January, In which tho troops 
of the Sultan of Dnrfoor, 10,000 strong, 
were completely routed by tho forces tho 
Khedive, who now, it wns said, had de- 
termined to enter Darfoor in force, to 
put an end to the slave trade in those 
parts.

To Begulato the Scale of Costs payable or to be taken 
in cas. s of Distress, under "The Municipality Act 
Amendment Act, I87U." 

»E IT ENACTED by the Mayor and Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria, B.C., as fol- 
lows: 

In all cases of Distress for Taxes under the above- 
mentioned Act the costs shall be regulated, payable 
and taken according Io the following scales:

During the year help was afforded in the cases of till 
portons or faiuill. a, the relief being continued in some 
instances (where the circumstances callc 1 for it) dur- 
ing several months, and the Belief Committee have 
good reason to believe that the aid rend, red has done 
good service and he, n applied with due regard to the 
objects the Society seeks Io fulfil. 

Amongst tho number of those relieved during the 
past year were 'J widows with children, I! tradesmen 
and 2 mechanics (with families) whoso reduced cir- 
cumstances had arisen through ill health or otlicr mis- 
fortune. Eleven indigent persons were assisted to 
reach their homes and friends, and the Society has 
In this respect again to commend the owners of the 
mail steamer "Prince Alfred" for the readiness Invari- 
ably shown by them to further the objects of the So- 
ciety. 

Tho Ladies Committee (organized, and distributed 
over 10 districts, covering the whole of the City) have 
proved most useful, nnd havo prevented much delay 
in the administration of assistance from time to time. 
One or two attempts nt Imposition have to be record- 
ed which however were met and frustrated; but, it is 
gratifying to know that the Society's help has been 
found acceptable where the recipients would have 
shrunk from making known their distress known. 

The good objects of the Society art! so broad nnd 
comprehensive In their character that they should 
command tho sympathy and support of the well dis- 
posed throughouttho Province, and It is therefore 
bipod that the receipts of the present year may be 
augmented no that the usefulness of tho Society may 
not in any event be Jeopardized.
